“The Bible is not only a message 
of love it is a message about love 
and no passage is of more practical

Paul’s 
magnifi­ 
cent hymn of love. 
He wrote this 
to the Corinthians because the peo­ 
ple of that Church were engaged in 
bitter 
controversy. 
Jealousy 
and 
pride 
were 
bearing 
their 
vicious 
fruitage there. His sm arting rebuke 
included this message about love. 
Here he says three tilings, namely, 
th at love is 
the most im portant 
thing in the world, th a t we must 
study to give expression to the love 
w*e feel, and that love is eternal. 
“Love is more im portant than 
eloquence. 
Eloquence without love 
is mere noise. 
It is more im portant 
than prophecy, or the understand­ 
ing of mysteries, or knowledge.

is 
more im portant than charity or sac­ 
rifice, cither is of no profit without 
love. It is the most im portant thing

"We must study to find channels of 
expression for Uh: love we feel so 
that God and men may know that 
we love them. 
In his analysis of 
love Paul directs us to these media 
of expression 
Love for example is 
patience—it .suffers 
long, 
bearing, 
believing, hoping and enduring all 
things. 
Love is kind, 
Love is gen­ 
erous. it never motivates envy. Love 
is humble, and courteous. 
Love is 
unselfish, it seeketh not her own.’ 
that is, love ignores its rights in the
